THE BRISTOL ELECTION. 
London, May 9. — Tho coming elec- 
tion in Bristol will be fought on an 
issue entirely apart from tlio questions 
which commonly enter into contests for 
seats in the House of Commons, and for 
this reason the campaign is exciting a 
peculiar interest. The vital question is 
not land purchase nor home rule, but 
sugar. One of the largest sugar re- 
fineries in tbe Kingdom is located at 
Bristol, and the election will be con- 
ducted as a test of public sentiment 
on the question of the sugar bounties 
without regard to other mutters of 
popular concern. The Conservatives 
are confident in the belief that the re- 
sult will be the revival of the sugar con- 
vention which the strong opposition and 
absence of any distinct popular appro- 
val caused to be withdrawn. 

TIIE LICENSE BILL. 
If tho opponents of the government's 
proposal to compensate the keepers of 
public houses for the loss of their li- 
censes through the reduction of their 
number have not scored a victory, they 
have at least escaped entire defeat, and 
thu probabilities are the contest will re- 
sult in a drawn battle-. Everything 
points to tbe certainty that the govern- 
ment is now considering a scheme where- 
by the ministry will gracefully abandon 
its position in regard to compensation, 
and adopted the licensing bill proposed 
by Lord Randolph Churchill as a sub- 
stitute for the measure introduced by 
Hon. Mr. Goshen. Although Lord 
Randolph's bill is open to Berious objec- 
tions, many of them will probably be 
removed by amendments if the measure 
is accepted by the government, and the 
government will thereby escape the 
antagonism and partly refrain, which an 
attempt to pass tbe original bill would 
entail. 

THE QUEEN'S JUBILEE PICTURE. 

Another example of the niggardness 
of Her Majesty tbe Queen is furnished 
in her dealings with Painter Lockhart, 
who has just finished a picture executed 
to Her Majesty's order, representing a 
scene in Westminster Abbey on the oc- 
casion of tbe Queen's jubilee. The pic- 
ture contains ,'jS7 portraits and repre- 
sents three years' labor. The completion 
of the work involved several months' 
travel on the continent in order to ob- 
tain the likenesses, and also compelled 
the artist to hire a town house in which 
to obtain sittings from members of the 
Royal family and other personages 
whose portraits could not be otherwise 
obtained. The total expense o Lock- 
hart has been many thousand pounds, 
to say nothing of his compulsory rejec- 
tion of other work while engaged on 
this commission. Yet the Queen hat. 
ordered the payment to him of the pal- 
try sum of one thousand pounds in full 
settlement of all obligations, For the 
sake of appearances, if for no higher 
motive, it is probable that some inter- 
ested person will see to it that the 
painter is not left to mourn the loss of 
so large a sum of money through his 
efforts to gratify the vanity of his 
sovereign.

waters of Eastern Canada were eon-; 
sidereal of very little value, while the 
mackerel fishery w.ts 1 egarded as one of 
the chief elements of the wealth of the 
maritime provinces, it is not a little 
surprising that the product of the 
oyster fisheries of Canada is of 
so little value. Wo see that the 
whole oyster cateli of the Do- 
minion is valued at only $1891,897. Any 
one of the Maritime Provinces should 
produce more oysters tlinu this. The 
demand for the bivalve is large and con- 
stant, and it is 11 matter of wonder that 
Canadians have been content to depend 
upon foreigners for the greater part of 
their supply. The oyster can be culti- 
vated in every one of the Maritime 
Provinces, and why enterprising men 
have not before this established oyster 
breeding as a Canadian industry it is 
difficult to conceive. Oysters oi the 
very linest quality can be bred in Can- 
adian waters, and the business of culti- 
vating then, can be made to pay. Can- 
ada should export oysters largely in- 
steud of importing two-thirds of those 
she consumes.

THE DOM INI UN Fl SJJ E R I ES. 

The annual Repoi 1 of the Department 
of Fisheries informs us that the yield ol 
the fisheries of the Dominion in 1880 
amounted to 817,055,250. The fisheries 
of Nova Scotia are the most valuable, 
those of lli iti-,h Columbia come next, 
and New Brunswick is a good third. Tin- 
fisheries id Ontario and Quebec are of 
nearly equal value, and Prince Udward 
Island and Manitoba come straggling in 
the rear. The fisheries of British Col- 
umbia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Quo. 
bee, and Prince Edward Island were 
greater in value last year than they 
were the year before, but there was 

a decrease in the product of the fish- 
eries of Nova' Scotia and of Manitoba, 
The increase in British Columbia was 
nearly equal to tho decrease in Nova 
Scotia, British Columbia's increase 
being $1,446,872, while Nova Scotia's 
decrease was $1,470,308. The net in- 
crease for tho whole Dominion was only 
1230,845. We see by one of I he tables 
of the report- that the v,,l I' the cod- 
fish caught in the w afers of the Do- 
minion does not very greatly exceed 
that of file salmon, the value of the 
former being 83,018,240, and that of 
«ie latter $3,141,925. Nearly the whole 
of 4 ie salmon were caught and packed

How much this will he, owing to the 
uelp he has received from the Mail 
newspaper, it will be difficult to say. 
But eve.y one who has watched the pro- 
gress of public events in Canada must 
admit that the Mail lias assisted Mr. 
Mercier very materially in maintaining 
his popularity in the Province of Que- 
bec. It lias succeeded in diverting pub- 
lic attention from the misdeeds of his 
Government, and has given him the op- 
portunity, which lie eagerly embraced, 
of posing ns the champion of Catholic- 
ism and of tliti French -Canadian race. 

It is not likely that Mr. Mercier will 
publicly acknowledge his indebtedness to 
the Mail. Thai is a blunder which 
he would be the last man in tie 
province to make, hut, although 
he may speak of that journal as the 
deadly enemy of hinisolf, his religion, 
and the race to which be belongs, lie 
knows well if his lease of power is re- 
newed, it will be in a very great mea- 
sure due lo the aid that has been ex- 
bended to him by tho Toronto Mail, The 
Mail has been Mr. Meroier's dearest foo. 
Mr. Mercier has reciprocated and has 
afforded the Mail the principal part of 
the capital on which it has existed po- 
litically during the past two or three 
years. The Mail and Mr. Mercier have 
been necessary to each other, but it i^ 
not by any means likely that either ol 
them will acknowledge the obligation 
which lie or it is under to the other. 

Nova Scotia is in tho throes of a general 
election. We do not think that the 
excitement is very intense, but the 
party organs carry 011 'the contest witli 
great bitterness. Secession is not now 
an issue in Nova Scotia. The Liberals 
made it an issue at the last general 
election and were returned by a sweep- 
was said about secession. The new 
Government made in. effort 10 fulfil 
the election pledges of its members and 
supporters because they very well knew 
tliatthcatten.pt would be futile and 
would cover them with ridicule. 'I hey 
knew this as well before the election as 
after, but it did not suit theiu to tell the 
electors, whose votes they Were seeking, 
that what they promised to do was im- 
possible. Tho credulous people were 
impressed by their apparent earnestness 
and their seeming sincerity, and gave 
them control of the public affairs of the 
province. The Liberals arc how obliged 
to appeal lo thu people although they 
have not even tried to perform their 
promises of the previous election, and 
yet they expect to be returned with a 
Luge majority. 

The Government has been a fairly 
good one as far as thu management of 
the provincial atr.iirs is concerned, but 
having deceived the people in a mattci 
which they represented to beof vital 

importance, we cannot see that they 
have any reason to expect to I10 trusted 
again. P.ut it seema .Mr. Fielding does 
expect that the people of Nova Scotia 

will again extend to him their Q. 

denee, and impartial observers predict 
that he will he continued in power, hut 
with a diminished majority. If they 
are right ho will he treated much better 
I han he deserves.

The American Federation of Labor 
has decided 10 agitate fur the day of 
eight hours in a politic and moderate 
manner. We see from tho appeal it has 
issued, signed by Samuel Oompors, that 
it deprecates violence of all kinds, and 
OandemilS strikes. Il has been deter- 
mined to obtain the concession by instal- 
ments. The Cniiud Brotlorhood of 
Carpenters baa been selected to make 
tho demand first, all other trades and 
organizations ure to be quiet but inter- 
ested observers oi I heir movoments 
They are not to aid tho carpenters in 
any way, and they are requested to re- 
frain from sympathetic strikes. The agi- 
tation is to be conducted in a peaceable, 
orderly and Hynituiiiatic way. 'The ap- 
peal concludes with tho following piece 
of good advice : 

"Allow 110 ono to provoke you ton 
breach of the peace. Maintain or, lei , 
retrain from all violence, engage in no 

riot, Let tlie watchword be tho en- 
forcement of the eight-hour work-day 

Firm, peaceful and positive, with St Oil I 
hearts and clear heads, lot US concen- 
trate all efforts for victory upon the! 
carpenters and joiutin.. Men of labor, I 



steady along the line to achievement of 

the eight-hour work-day," 

No one, whatever liis opinion of the 
wisdom and the fairness of t he demand to 
make the working day eight hours long, 
can find fault with Mr. !» "gunge. When 
men in a peaceable, law-abiding manner 
go about accomplishing any end they 
have in view thoy aro entitled to fair 
and respectful treatment. Wo may 
think that they are mistaken, that they 
are seoking what is not either for their 
own good or the good of the community , 
but as the attitude which they assume 
is that of reasonable men and good 
citizens they ought to be met in tho sunn 
spirit iih they evince. 

This question of the hours of labor 
will, in tho end, we ure satisfied, be 
settled fairly and reasonably. The 
laws of trade or of business, like the 
laws of nature, cannot be violated with 
impunity. They aro fixed and immu- 
table, and cannot be altered and 
amended by any artificial or arbitrary 
arrangement. When men find out 
what they really are they will have to 
conform to them nioro or loss olosely, or 
sutler the consequence. For instance, 
every man requires so much food and so 
much drink to keep his body in a 
healthy condition. There are some 
who think they may safely eat 
and drink more than Nature 
requires with impunity, but 
Nature is oof long in letting them know 
lliH! I hey arc greatly in error and pun- 
ishes them for their violation of her laws 
by slow torture, ending only with pre- 
mature death. Others again foolishly 
imagine that they can make Nature 
bend to their notions, and put them- 
selves on « short allowance of innutri- 
tions food. Hut these cranks are soon 
Caught that Nature's laws are not. to be 
tampered with. Their punishment 

ics quickly and it is severe. In tin 

-.atiie way the men who think they cat 
regulate the world of business by eeono 
inio laws of their own enacting, find 
out sooner or later that they 
are trying to do what is impossible. 
Their theories and practices, if they are 
not in accordance with the laws that 
regulate business everywhere, cause dis- 
order and suffering and will have to be 
abandoned. It may take men a long 
while to find out what these laws are, 
and they may, as they have already 
done, sillier much from the failure of 
their experiments and from their mis- 
takes, but, we are convinced, the day is 
coming when these laws will be dis- 
covered and in part, nt any rate, obeyed. 
Hut violence of speech or action will not 
aid in their discovery. (letting' info a 
passion and abusing tin. obstacles 
that stand in bis path will 
not help the .searchers after 
economic truth any more than they will 
aid the sc-ker after geologic truth. It 
men are to find the right way in 
matters social, it will be by patient 
thought and persevering effort. Men 
impatient of suffering, and of w hat they 
regard as injustice, may try by noise 
and violence to mend matters, but the 
chances are that they will only succeed 
in making bad worse. Mr. Gompers is 
putting his fellow workmen on the right 
road, and it is devoutly to bo hoped 
that thoy will follow his directions and 
keep in the track that he has pointed 
out.

Tub Medium Cow. Between the 
good and the bad of everything thcro 
is always a medium, and in tho 
American national dairy we find a 
large percentage of half way between 
cows. Many of this class are evolu- 
tions from poorer stock, improving 
under the benign influence of cross- 
breeding, enhanced care and better 
understanding of rationing for milk 
production. Then again there are 
others, tho progeny of clams of good 
lacteal capabilities, but, by the use of 
inferior sires, the stock has degener- 
ated until it is below par. We thus 
have regeneration and degeneration 
blending and producing cows neither 
hot nor cold, but lukewarm, from 
a lacteal point of view. Although 
tho medium cow is on improvement 
on the bad one, she j H just the factor 
that is keeping thousands of dairies 
under financial distress. So many 
farmers seora to rest content with this 
"passable" stcck that is not netting 
them more than 834 or $50 per head 
for the milk season. In the great 
dairy section where the writer resides 
he has knowledge of numerous farm- 
ers situated as above described, who 
attribute their low income per bovine 
capita solely to the produce market. 
When will the scales ever fall from 
their eyes nnd reveal to them their 
fallacy ?

They often have their own 
houses, carry on their own business, 
engage in their favorite pursuits. 
They travel around the world, and 
often lecture upon their adventures. 
As a man said of one of 
these energetic single women, 
"like Mrs. Matthew Bagnet in 'Bleak 
House' I fancy [ that she could find 
her way home from anywhere with an 
old gray cloak and an umbella." Sin- 
gle women in Boston, who have taken 
upon themselve8 to be practical, sen- 
sible and useful according to their 
own methods, are so numerous and 
happy that they are envied all over 
the world. In many parts of the 
west it is the chief ambition of un- 
protected women to "come to Bos- 
ion," ostensibly to study or work, 
but often in reality to enjoy the free- 
d m and respect which is accorded to 
singlo women in th s city; iheivsuli 
beinu that the supe Quous female 
population in Massachusetts has 
never a chance to diminish, but in- 
creases steadily through western im- 
migration.

The ideal child martyr doesn't wear a 
long white apron from her chin to her 
heels, carry n shallow wicker basket and 
trot about all day in the jostling, -busy 
throng of a Now York shop, responding 
to more or less vociferous demands. for 
"cash." Vet this is just what is done 
by n small maiden whose life is full of us 
noble, unselfish devotion a:; ever earned 
a crown in the "noble army." 

Little Mamie Corrigan looks about 10 
years of age. She iB a frail creature, 
who might be pretty if her wnn face did 
not carry a painful suggestion of being 
half .-tared. She has big blue-gray 
eyes, shaded with black lashes, and II 

mass of soft brown hair, brushed till it 

shines, banging over thin shoulders, 
which have a pitiful, weary droop. For 
three months little Mamie has been the 
chief B'upporl of her family. Hermothor 
has been an invalid for more than a year. 
Her father was stricken with rheuma- 
tism this winter, and there are four 
brothers and sisters younger than the 
heroine of I he cash basket and the white 
apron. 

Mamie, w ho left school to become the 
bread winner, earns $3 a week. Early in 
the morning she rises to prepare food for 
the family before going to the store, 
Many a time, however, there has nut 
been any breakfast to get, and the little 
one has worked lasting until some of the 
kind saleswomen, discovering tho child's 
hunger, appeased it from their own 
luncheon box. Alter the tired feet have 
tramped about all day ami carried the 
child across town to the top story of the 
east side tenement at night, her work is 
only ball' done. She sweeps, cleans, 
cook- nnd washes ami irons, often work- 
ing until nearly midnight to make the 
humble home comfortable for her parents 
and the lit t le ones. 

"How do you manage in do so much 
work, little one?" ahe was asked. And 
she answered very simply: 

"I love tliem." She went on hurriedly, 
as if to divert attention: "1 can wash 
ami iron pretty well for a little girl. See 
I did this apron." It was spotless and 
had a line "gloss" on it. 

"I low old are you?" 

" I'm going on 15" — with a shy, startled 
glance around. 

"You don't mean to say you are 11- 
such a mile!" 

"The cashes all have to say they're 1-1 
to get engaged," put in a saleswoman 
win. listened to the conversation. The 
same young woman told bow she had 
gone to see little Mamie at her home one 
Sunday, and found only bread and water 
in the house, but the small place shone 
with neatness, having been swept and 
scrubbed by the small, roughened hands 
of the litt le cash girl. Hitherto a rela- 
tive, living at service, has helped pay the 
rent of tlc ir room-, but now she is un- 
able to give them any more assistance, 
and so Mamie and a younger brother, 
who lias just secured a place as cash boy, 
are the only support of the family.

This will prevent lame joints, 
ami nparly always prevent corns. (.Ince 
or twice a week they should bo soaked in 
warm water, tho toes being gently rubbed 
all the time. After this warm bath, rub 
the toes with n weak solution of arnica, 
ami where there is a tendency to bun- 
ions paint with iodine. A bandage wet 
with alum water and put on when retir- 
ing is excellent for strengthening tender 
feet, while sand, so.vp or emery paper 
should be used to remove any rough 
scarf skin or cuticle. Ov*r profuse 
perspiration can bo checked by using 
n powder of chalk and starch, or 
by bathing in hartshorn and water. 
Keep the toes as straight us possible. 
Where there is a tendency to crook or 
overlap each other it is well to place a 
thin splint under them at night, tied 
closely, against which they can bo held 
in place.

THi: KLKCTRIC II AND. 



Early in tho summer of IStiO I was 
sent from Yuma with dispatches for the 
commanding officer at Prescott, Ariz., 
beine; at that time in the employment of 
tho government as courier and scout. 
All the tribes in the territory were hos- 
tile, and most of them were on tho war- 
path. I decided, therefore, that it would 
be loss dangerous to cut across tho coun- 
try than to follow the usual roads or 
trails on which travelers were being 
daily killed. I struck out in a northeast 
course, and followed that direction as 
ne;.rly as tho configuration of the coun- 
try would permit. 

On the afternoon of tho third day, 
shortly before sundown, 1 struck tho 
trail from Woolsey's Agua Caliente ranch 
to Wickenburg, and, follow ing it for two 
miles or more, came to some water 
tanks. As I was getting into the Indian 
country I resolved to bo very cautious. 
After preparing and eating my supper 
I carefully extinguished (lie small lire, 
and scattered tho embers and ashes so as 
to leave no trace of it. After having 
given my pony a good drink at the tank 
I resorted to tactics with which every 
scout and mountaineer is familiar. Hav- 
ing ridden forward on the trail until I 
found rocky ground, where tho hoofs of 
uiy pony would make no impression, I 
dismounted and put tho mufflers on his 
feet. I then turned round and rode 
back, and passed the water about half a 
mile, where at a point some five or six 
hundred yards from the trail I found 
ijood galletta grass for tho horse and 
made camp. I was on the east side of 
Ihe trail, and safo from observation 
from it or the tanks. As these maneuvers 
were executed after dark I felt sure that 
they could have been witnessed by no 
one. I laid down my blankets and went 
to sleep with a feeling of absolute se- 
curity. 

Some time about the middle of tho 
night I awoke without any a [.parent lea- 
iou. Listening attentively, all seemed 
quiet. Sinking back to res(, 1 noticed 
that my pony had quit eating. This again 
roused inc. and soon the perfect silence 
wna broken by faint sounds of horses' 
feet in the distance.

This 
reasoning was completely upset when, 
in a loud voice, the strange horseman, 
now quite near, sang out: 

"Hello, stranger! where is you? Don't

How the man could possibly know that 
I was in that vicinity was something 
passing my understanding, but 1 an- 
swered his salute, although in a lower 
tnd more cautious voice; and when ho 
camo up to mo proceeded to inform him,

"Well, partner." the midnight horse- 
man replied, in an injured and disap- 
pointed tone, but free from all offence, 
"I don't like to be unsociable, and -won't 
do nutliin' when you says no, and I can 
wait till mornin' for my coffee and ba- 
con. Man, 1 don't danger myself or no- 
body. A little tire in that wash thero 
couldn't be Been ten yards by a Injun or 
nobody else, and when 1 tells you there's 
no Injuns Higher to us than five miles, I 
know what I is talking about. I was 
born in western Missoury, twenty-nine 
years ago, when the Injuns was tryin' to 
burn our cabin, and my good mother — 
leastwise, I never seen her — died two 
hours after I came to tho world. Do you 
think that's for nuthin'? Do you think a 
good woman gives up her life for a boy 
who grows to bo a man, and give up 
whites to the Injuns? No, sir-ee. I hates 
'em, and I wish I could kill every one of 
'em, for the whole lot of 'em, ten million 
times over, is not so good as my mother. 
I can feel 'em if they is nigh, and I have 
had one of 'em for every hair that was 
in her bead — leastwise, if she was like 
other women. Travel with me, pard, 
and there is no danger to nobody. I'se 
a friend to every man as had a white 
mother, and an enemy to all Injuns. 
Good night to you I" 

I awoke first in the morning, made a 
fire, and was getting coffee ready when 
the stranger got up. He was tall and 
slender, with a round, good natured 
face, black eyes, hair and mustache, and 
appeared several years younger than the 
age he gave the previous night. His 
countenance was frank and open, and 
his actions simple and modest. He gave 
tho name of Dick Harbert;. was going to 
Santa Fe — a very dangerous trip at that 
time — and was glad to have company. 
So, after our breakfast, wo saddled up 
and started oil together. 

I learned little of my strangely met 
companion during our ride that day. Ho 
was a good rider, excellently mounted 
and well armed, and the only physical 
peculiarity 1 noted was that ho was de- 
cidedly lefthanded.

occurrences in my life. Harbert was 
pursuing, in a diagonal direction from 
me, three Indian.-, who were endeavor- 
ing to cross the ridge at the lower point 
than ib.e.e whom I attacked, but, while 
within close range, .lid not attempt to 
shoot. Just ai this moment a buck, who 
was nearest to him, pulled up his weapon, 

bill Ihe pistol in the left band of my 
companion cracked, and the Indian fell 
over dead. I could see that Harbert's 
horse had a free rein, and that it under- 
stood tij" work in hand as well as its 
master, for in another moment it was 
alongside of the second Indian. No shot 
was tired this time. Harbert clutched 
the Apache by the neck with bis right 
band, and throw him from the pony lie 
was riding, scarcely pausing in his mad 
chaA] after tin- third savage. 

Thinking t hat the Indian who laid been 
pulled from his horse was simply stunned, 
I rode rapidly towards him, but was sur- 
prised, upon reaching tho body, to see, 
by the distorted features and protruding 
tongue, that life was extinct. 

By this time Harbert had come up to 
the last wretch; again his right arm 
went out and his hand clutched the 
throat of tho Indian, who rolled from his 
horse as though his skull had been 
cloven. Again turning into the road 
and shouting to me to follow, Harbert 
started in tho direction We bad been pre- 
viously traveling at a speed which my 
pony could not begin to maintain. 

The entire light, if tight it might be 
called, did not last over live or six min- 
utes. Although not unfamiliar with 
such things, I was completely bewil- 
dered. How did Harbert kill the last 
two Indians? He surely did not strangle 
them to death, for he did not take' suffi- 
cient time, and he certainly did not pos- 
, sess tho strength to dislocate a man's 
neck while using but one hand. Why 
I did he not shoot them like an ordinary 
man would have done? Was he a wiz- 
ard, and what unseen powers did ho pos- 
sess? While trying to settle these and 
other questions of a similar nature which 
rapidly came to my mind, I ovortookmy 
companion, who lay writhing on the 
ground In apparent agony, while his 
horso was quietly grazing on the grass 
near by. 

Believing that he had been wounded, 
I sprang to his side to render what assist- 
ance 1 could, when he turned his face 
toward mo and fairly hissed: 

"For God's sake, man, don'ttouch me; 
it'll kill you!" 

His jaws set, his eyes rolled and his 
features gave evidence of the most in- 
tense pain; great beads of perspiration 
stood out on his brow. His limbs were 
twitching, and his entire frame was con- 
vulsed. I never saw any one suffer Blicll 
agony as Harbert did for tho next five or 
six minutes, and when the throes became 
less violent he sat up and began rubbing 
and beating his right arm, repeating 
over and over again, inn low moan. "Oh, 
it'll kill me: it'll bust; it'll break; some' 
time I'll cut it off — cut it olf!" It was 
fully half an hour before the Buffering 
man was able to mount his horso and 
ride to the station, but in the meantime 
he assured nie he had not been wounded 
by tho Indians. 

Wo reached Prescott the next evening 
without any further encounter with the 
Indians, and during the day Herbert ex- 
plained to me reluctantly — for he was 
averse to talking on the subject — tho na- 
ture of his peculiar gilt or ailment. It 
seems thai he had p .ssessed it since 
childhood, and was inclined to attribute 
it to the painful circumstances attaching 
to his birth. It was never thoroughly 
developed until he came into the Indian 
country, when ho found that by the sen- 
sation in his right hand he was able to 
detect the presence, at considerable dis- 
tances, of his inherent foe, and also that 
of other people if they were to the right 
of him, When unduly excited or angry 
his "elect ric hand," as Harbert himself 
called It, became an instrument of cer- 
tain death, instantaneously killing any 
one upon whom if was laid, After such 
occasions be invariably suffered the 
agony I had witnessed the day before. 

Poor Ihirbert never reached Santa Fe 
alive, his dead body— stripped of its 
flesh by tho coyotes— having been found 
near Navajo Springs some two months 
after our • ieling, The cause of his 
death still I mains a mystery, and bis 
premature demise unfortunately closed 
to the • ; lical fraternity all opportunity 
of esc 1 . lining tho cause and deterinin- 
in nature of the storage power 

which I saw him exercise.— Charles Laue

THE SCRIPTURAL COLLECTION MADE 
BY A RESIDENT OF BOSTON, 



Old Jewish iUtnnnsorlptl That Were Hani 
to Obtain — A Roll from the Famous Jeru- 
salem Dealer— Tlie Wonderful "Chained 
Bible" — A Piece .il Papyrus. 

S. Brainard Pratt, of Forest Hills, is 
the owner of the largest and finest col- 
lection of Bibles in this part of tho coun- 
try. For upward ol twenty-five yours 
Mr, Pratt has been accumulating ibis 

collection, and now bus over three hun- 
dred volumes and a great variety of 

manuscripts of the Bible. Some of bis 
Bibles iiru nowhere else to be seen in this 
intry, 

Beginning with the manuscripts, is a 
Jewish roll of the five books of Moses. 
These Jewish rolls are very diliieult 
things to get. Mr. Pratt had been try- 
ing for ten years to find one. when a 
learned German profi sor, Dr, Gregory, 
of Leipsic. secured this one' for him. It 
is contrary to the Jewish law to allow 
one to fall into the bands of n Gentile. 
Win n one is worn out, orfor any reason 

of no further use, it is buried in the 

ground and the place of its interment 
forgotten as soon as possible, it would 
be considered sacrilege to destroy one in 
any other manner as much as to let a 
Christian have it. This roll in Mr. 
Pratt's possession was mode by a learned 
rabbi of Posen, Prussia, for his own use, 

and at bis death his children thought 
more of tin.' money than the saeredness 

of the roll and Bold it lo Dr. Gregory. It 
came into Mr. Pratt's bauds for §05. 

The roll is of vellum, which is a mate- 
rial of liner texture, I iiinuer and smother 
than parchment, and is a continuous roll 
•181 feet long, made by sewing together 
a lot of skins some 20 inches in length. 
Not an erasure or correction appeal's on 
the whole manuscript, as the copyist is 
obliged, if he makes tin error, to destroy 
the entire skin on which it has occurred 
and begin his work again. 

TI112 TWELVE MINOR PROPHETS. 

Mr. Pratt has since received several of 
these rolls, ono of the most interesting of 
which contains tho twelve minor proph- 
ets, Hosea; Joel, Amos, Obadiah, Jonah, 
Micah, Nahum, Habakkuk, Zephaniah, 
Haggui, Zechariah and Malacbi. Tins 
roll was used for a long timo at a syna- 
gogo in Jerusalem, ond was finally laid 
aside, as the letters were too line for tho 
eyesight of the reader, and another was 
made in larger letters. Tho discarded 
roll was condemned to be buried, but the 
Rev. Dr. Selah Merrill, who was then in 
Jerusalem, persuaded the man to whom 
the duty was intrusted that it, could be 
buried in Boston just as well as in Jeru- 
salem. 

Mr. Pratt has another roll from Jeru- 
salem containing the I! ...I; of Genesis. 
This was purchased by the Itev, H. C. 
Turnbull, D. D., at the shop ,.i M. W. 
Shapira, a famous Jerusalem dealer in 
ancient manuscripts, w ho became rioted 
for almost succeeding in swindling the 
British Museum out of $250,000, which he 
demanded for an alleged ancient copy of 
some rare Biblical manuscript. It took 
tho keenest experts on tho subject in tho 
world to prove the manuscript spurious. 
This roll in Mr. Pratt's possession is a fine 
specimen of Hebrew lettering, with one 
funny thing about it. It is against the 
iaw to send a roll of any part of the 
Scripture's out of Jerusalem. Hut the 
Jewish standard of absolute correctness 
and perfection in their roll is so high that 
an imperfect copy doesn't count, and a 
single letter wrong or missing makes the 
whole roll imperfect and worthless in 
their sight. So the first letter of the first 
word of the first verso of the first chap- 
ter of Genesis is omitted. This vitiates 
the whole business, and the roll is of no 
accoiuit.il can lawfully be Bold, it can 
go into the hands of a Gentile, and it can 
ho sent out of tho sacred limits of the 
holy city.

clasps, and a heavy iron chain is at- 
tached to each of them, by which the 
old books were secured to pillars in the 

churches where they were kept. These 
volumes were printed by John Guten- 
berg, the faib. r of printing, and were 
doubtless among the first Bibles ever 
printed. 

Ono can only gaze with awe and ven- 
eration upon a piece of papyrus, framed 
behind glass, on whose brown and dingy 
surface, in strange characters dulled by 
centuries and barely distinguishable, is 
written the third verso of the second 
Chapter of Exodus. This dales back-, per- 
haps, 2,01)0 years — no one can tell how 
old — il belongs to an antiquity so vast. 
The very reeds from which this papyrus 
was made were of n Bpeoiea that ceased 
to exist centuries ago. The language is 
ancionl Coptic, a .lend language while 
Latin and Ol'COk were daily spoken by 
millions. Mr, Pratt has another similar 
but less ancient piece of papyrus, also 



from Egypt, and bearing a fragment In 

Greek letters. 

Mr. Pratt was impelled to begin his col- 
lection by tho general ignorance of the 
origin of tho Bible and tho way it camo 
down to us, among tho people, as re- 
vealed by his Sunday school class. So 
ho started to form a collection of manu- 
scripts and volumes that should illus- 
trate each successive form which tho 
holy book-s have taken from the begin- 
ning until tho present day, the various 
kinds of materiel on which it has been 
inscribed or printed, and the languages 
which it bus passed through. What i' 
has cost him ho has no precise notion, 
but the closest guess that can bo made 
w ould not place its total cost at less than 
85,000.— Boston Advertiser.

Candying Fruit. 
The candying of fruit, -whole or cut, 
is carried on at Genoa and westward 
along the French Riviera, as well as in 
Spain and Portugal; but Leghorn may 
be considered to occupy the first place, 
in Italy, and perhaps on the Mediterra- 
nean, in the preparation of candied cit- 
ron and orange peel. The citron is 
bought for tho purposo from Corsica, 
Sicily, Calabria and other southern prov- 
inces of Italy, as well as from Tunis, 
Tripoli and Morocco, and the candied 
peel is exported to England, Germany 
and North America. The Corsican cit- 
rons are the best; then follow those of 
southern Italy, tho African fruit taking 
the third place. The oranges used nearly 
all come from tho islands of Sardinia, 
Corsica and Sicily. Every requisite to 
the industry comes from abroad. Egypt 
furnishes the sugar, England the fuel, 
and distant provinces of Italy tho wood 
for the boxes in which the product is 
exported. The province of Leghorn 
contributes nothing but the labor. — Once 
a Week. 

Ericsson's Monitor. 
John Ericsson, the great engineer, ina 
confidential letter, written March 23, 
1800, said: "The great importance of 
what I call the subaquatic system of 
naval warfare strongly presented itself 
to my mind in 1820; yet I have not dur- 
ing this long interval communicated my 
ideas to a single person, excepting Em- 
poror Napoleon III. What I knew twelve 
years ago, ho knows, with regard to the 
general result of my labors, but tho de- 
tails remain a secret with me. The 
Monitor of 1856 was the visible part of 
my system, and its grand features were 
excluded from its published drawings 
and descriptions." Among Ericsson's 
papers were found, after his death, a 
series of autograph pencil drawings, 
showing these concealed features of his 
monitor system as originally conceived. 
They represent the ideas of subaquatic 
attack first presented in the Destroyer in 
1878, ni ter being withheld from the pub- 
lic gaze by their author for half a cen- 
tury.— -Scribner. 

a Horn Mathematician. 
A curious character in southwestern 
Maine is George S. Mclntyre, whoso ap 
petite for mat hematics and poetry has 
given him a reputation more than local. 
He is over GO years old and has always 
led a hand-to-mouth existence, his re- 
markable proficiency in the branches 
mentioned never having proved of any 
particular value to him. His tasto foi 
figures was roused when ho was a boy 
by the gilt of an old algebra. Ho mas- 
tered this without assistance, and since 
then lias never been able to satisfy hie 
greed for mat hematics, the most abstruse 
branches proving no obstacle to hid 
strange mental acquirement. His fond- 
ness for poetry is also marked, and he 
recites at random from Shakespeare, 
Milton, Byron and Whittier. At present 
Mclnfyre lives in a Biddeford garret, 
subsisting on the scraps which charita- 
ble acquaintances give him. — Now York 
Commercial Ad vertiser.

It SiioI<m the Blood or Whatever Comes In 
Contact with II. 

Leroy Dunstan. the well known natu- 
ralist of this city, who has recently re- 
turned from Central America, where he 
had spent nearly two years in tho study 
of the flora and fauna of the country, 
relates the finding of a singular growth 
in one of tho swamps about the great 
lakes of Nicaragua. 

He was engaged in hunting for botan- 
ical and entomological specimens in this 
swamp, which is known as San Sebas- 
tian's, when he heard his dog cry out as 
if in agony from a distance. Running to 
the spot from which the animal's cries 
came, Mr. Dunstan found him enveloped 
in a perfect network of what seemed to 
be a line, ropelike lissueof roots or fibers, 
the nature of which was unknown to 
him. 

The plant or vine seemed composed en- 
tirely of bare, interlacing stems, resem- 
bling more than anything else the 
branches of tin' weeping willow denuded 
of all foliage, but ..f a dark, nearly 1. lack- 
hue, and covered with a thick, viscid 
gum that exuded from the pores. 1 haw- 
ing bis knife, Mr. Dunstan endeavored 
to cut the animal free, hut it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that be suc- 
ceeded in severing tho fleshy, muscular 
liber. To his horror and amazement the 
naturalist then saw that the dog's body 
was covered with blood. While his hair- 
less skin appeared to have been actually 
sucked or puckered in spots, and the ani- 
mal staggered as if from weakness and 
exhaustion. 

In cutting the vine the twigs curled 
liko living, sinuous fingers about Mr. 
Dunstan's hand, and it required no slight 
force to free tho member from its cling- 
ing grasp, which left the flesh red and 
blistered. The gum exuding from tho 
vine was of a grayish dark tinge, re- 
markably adhesive and of a disagreeable 
animal odor, very powerful and nauseat- 
ing to inhale. 

The native servants who accompanied 
Mr. Dunstan manifested tho greatest 
horror of tho vino, which they call la 
sagenas do diable, tho devil's seine or 
snare, and were full of storiesof its death 
dealing powers. 

Ono af these stories was of an English- 
man residing in Managua, who, while 
hunting in the swamp a few years ago, 
lay down beneath a tree where a largo 
and powerful specimen of this singular 
plant was growing, and, inadvertently 
falling asleep, awoke to find himself en- 
veloped in its web, and in spile of every 
effort made to extricate him, perished in 
its deadly embrace. 

Another story was of an escaped con- 
vict who had hidden in the swamp, 
whose hones had been found in tho folds 
of tho sagenas only a short timo before 
Mr. Dunstan's visit. These stories, re- 
markable as they 6eem, aro firmly be- 
lieved in by tho people, but tho only 
three specimens which Mr. Dunstan was 
able to find were all small ones, though 
tho meshes of tho largest would prob- 
ably, if extended in a straight line, 
measure nearly, if not quite, 100 feet. 
He was able to discover very little about 
the nature of tho plant, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of handling it, for its grasp can 
only bo torn away with loss of skin and 
even of flesh, but, so near as Mr. Dunstan 
could ascertain, its power of suction is 
contained ina number of infinitesimal 
mouths or little suckers, which, ordina- 
rily closed, open for tho reception of 
food. 

Tho gum exuded seems to servo the 
two fold purposo of increasing its ten- 
acity and overcoming a victim by its 
sickening odor. The plant is found only 
in low, wet places, and usually beneath 
a largo tree, and while dormant seems 
only a network of dry, dead vines cov- 
ering tho black earth for several feet, 
but coining into contact with anything 
will instantly begin to twist and twine 
upward in a horrible, life like manner, 
breaking out with the gum liko substance 
Spoken of before, auil on wrap the object 
with a celerity almost incredible. 

If tho substance is animal tho blood is 
drawn olf and the carcass or refuse then 
dropped. A lump of raw meat being 
thrown it, in the short timo of five min- 
utes the blood will he thoroughly drunk 
up and tho mass thrown aside. Its vo- 
racity is almost beyond belief, it devour- 
ing at ono timo over ten pounds of meat, 
though it may be deprived of till food for 
weeks without any apparent loss of vi- 
tality. Mr. Dunstan attempted to bring 
away a root of tho sagenas, but it died 
during his return voyage, growing so 
foul with a strong odor of real animal 
corruption that he was obliged to got rid 
of it.— Now Orleans Cor. Atlanta Consti- 
tution. 



No Bnakes, lint. Mosquitoes. 
Thero are no snakes in Alaska, per- 
haps, because no snakes would live there. 
Tho only frog over discovered by ex- 
plorers thero was found by my own 
party some years ago. Probably, how- 
over, thero is no part of tho world where 
mosquitoes are more dreadful than in 
Alaska. Tho soil is of a soft, spongy 
character that holds water for days after 
a rain, and tho insects aro bred out of it 
in such swarms that it is hardly possible 
for man or any other animal to exist 
among them. They attack tho mooso 
with such ferocity as to drivo tho beasts 
into tho rivers, where tho natives attack 
them with knives. Bears and reindeer 
are ploni iftd. Perhaps the worst part of 
Alaska in that to the northwest, south of 
tho Yukon river — crossed but onco by a 
party of explorers, who nearly starved 
to death, — Washington Star.

The parties to the agreement of the 
trust, as set forth in the petition, are 
divided iiiiu three classes; first cor- 
porations, second individals, and 
third pen t ions of corporations 

ami partnerships, The parlies to 
the agreement elected nine trustees, 
to whom they conveyed all their inter- 
ests ami property, real and personal. 
The trustees assumed the control and 
management of the entire interests of 
the trusts. It is claimed on the part of 
the State that by entering into this trust 
agreement, the Standard Oil Co. sur- 
rendered its property to the trustees ami 
was a party to tho formation of a trust 

m°rce. The petition is very long, hut 
stripped of its legal verbiage; it is us 
follows: "That by entering into a trust 
agreement with other corporations the 
Standard Oil Co. vested all its property 
in the trustees of the trust, and thus 
annulled the corporate rights conferred 
upon it by the State of Ohio." Attor- 
ney-General Watson says he was not 
instigated to bring the suit by any of 
the other oil dealers.

A BY-LAW 

To nuthorizo the siilo of liuuls within 
tho City of Victoria, upon which 
taxes lmvo boom duo ami in arrear 
for two yearn. 



W'HERKAS IT IS EXPEDIENT THAT 
all lunua or parcels of laada within 
the City of Victoria upon which taxes have 
been duo and in arrcar for two years shall 
be pold and the proceeds npplied a tho 
reduction of such taxes ; 

Ho it therefore enacted by tho Mayor 
and Aldermen ol tho Corporation of t lie 
City of Victoria:— 

1. Tho Collector of tho Municipal Council 
of tho City of Victoria is hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever taxes 01. any land 
hava been duo for two years preceding the 
current year, to submit to the Mayor of the 
City of Victoria a list in duplicate of nil the 
lands liable under tho provisions of this 
By-law lo be sold for taxes, with tlio amount 
of arrears against: each lot sot opposite to 
the same ; and Uio Mayor shall ant hent irate 
such lints by affixing thereto tho seal of the 
Corporation and his signature, and onu of 
such lists Hhall he deposited with the clerk 
of tho Corporation and tho other shall be 
returned to the Collector with a warrant 
thereto annexed under tlio hand of tlio 
Mayor and tho seal of the Corporation, 
commanding him to levy upon the land for 
tho arrears due thereon, with his costs. 

?. It shall notbo tho duty of the Collector 
to make Inquiry boforo effecting " sale of 
lands for taxes to ascertain whether or not 
thero is any diatress upon the land ; nor 
shall he ho bound to Inquire Into or form 
any opinion of the value of the land. 

3. The Collector shall prepare a copy of 
tho list of lands to he sold and shall include 
therein, in a separate column, a statement 
of tho proportion of costs chargeable en 
each lot for advertising and for thu com- 
missions authorized by this By-law tu bo 
paid to him, and Bhall cause such list lo be 
published ia some daily papor in tho City 
of Victoria for a period of three months 
preceding such intended sale. 

I. The advertisement Bhall contain a noti- 
fication that unless tho arrears und costs 
are sooner paid ho will proceed Lo sell the 
lands for tho taxes on a day, a time, and at 
a place named in the advertisement. 

.">. Tho Collector shall, at least three 
months before the time of Rale, also deliver 
to or deposit in the post olllco to the 
address of the owner of such property 
which is to bo sold for taxes as aforesaid, 
or to I ho agent of such owner, a notice In 
writing of tho amount of taxes duo and 
that the property ia ti bo sold for arrears 
so due, and in case tho address of the 
owner or agent is unknown a notice to the 
same effoot shall be posted upon the land 
intended to he sold ; and also, at least three 
months before the time Of sale, post a notice 
similar to the above advertisement in some 
convenient and public places, that is to say, 
at tho Council Chambers, Victoria, and in 
tho l'ost Otlieo building, Victoria. 

6. The day of sale shall he the ninetieth 
day after tho publication of such Hot ex- 
clusive of tho day of such publication, ex- 
cept In ease the Buid ninetieth day shall 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which ease 
such sale Bhall take place on the following 
day, at tho Council Chambers in the City 
of Victoria, and shall begin ut twelve 
o'clock noon, 

7. If at nny time appointed for tho sale 
of the lands no bidders appear, the Collector 
may adjourn the sale from time to time. 

8. If tho taxes Viave not been previously 
collected, or if no one appears to pay the 
same at the time and place appointed for 
the sale, tlio Collector shall soil at public 
auction so much of tho land as may be 
BUffloIent to discharge thu taxes and all 
lawful charges incurred in and about the 
sulo and the collection of tho taxes, selling 
in preference Buch part as he may consider 
best for tho owner to sell first ; and in 
offering such lands for sale it shall not be 
necessary to describe particularly the por- 
tion of the lotorsection which shall be sold, 
but it will be sufficient to say that he will 
sell so mat hof the lot or section as shall be 
necessary to secure tho paymont of the 
taxes duo, and the amount of taxes stated 
In the advertisement shall in all cases be 
prima fucie evidence of tho correct amount 
due. 

!). If the Collector fails at such sale to 
sell such laud forthefull amoiintof arrears 
of tho taxes e'ue, he shall at such sale ad- 
journ tho same until a day to bo publicly 
named by him, not earlier than one week: 
nor later than three months thereafter, of 
which adjourned sale ho shall give notice 
by advertisement in oncof the local p: p-'is 
in which the original not iro was advertised, 
and on such day he shall sell such lands for 
any sum ho can realize, and shall accept 
h sum "-J full payment tor such arrears 
of taxes. 

10. If the purchaser of any property or 
parcel of land fails Immediately to pay to 
tho Collector the amount, of the purchase 
money, the Collector shall forthwith again 
put up the property for sale. 

II. Immediately after every sale, the 
Collector shall return a list of the arrears 
satislied by such sale to tlio Clerk of the 
Corporation, and shall at tho same time 
pay in the proceeds of such tnlo to tho 
Treasurer of the said Corporation. 

1'.'. Tho Collector, after selling any land 
for taxes, shall give a certificate under his 
hand to the purchaser, stating distinctly 
what part or portion, as the' 0080 may be, 
of the land, and what interest therein have 
been sold, or stating thnt thu whole lot, 
section or estato has been so sold, and 
describing tho same, and also stating tin 
quantity of land, the sum for which ithas 
been sold and the expenses of sale, and 
further stating that a deed conveying the 
same to tho purchaser or his assigns 
according to the nature of the estate or 
interest sold, will bo executed hy him, and 
t he Mayor, on his or thoir demand at any 
time after tho expiration of one year from 
tho date of the certillcato, if the land bo 
not previously redeemed. 

13. Tho Collector shall becntlt. . :o live 
per centum commission upon the sums 
collected by him as aforesaid,
